Ready or Not, Alberta Health Service’s 
new campaign for men and women, is 
a “violation” of the organization’s duty 
to best inform Albertans, according to 
Rebecca Sullivan, co-ordinator of the 
women’s studies program at the Uni¬ 
versity of Calgaiy. 

The campaign — which can be found 
online at readyornotalberta.ca — lists 
what both genders can do if they’re 
ready or not to have a baby But there are 
a few things missing on the “not” side 
like abortion and Plan B information. 

“If you’re going to spend almost a 
half-million dollars — using taxpayers’ 
money—you’re going to respect my legal 


rights and you’re going to include abor¬ 
tion information, especially for women 
who don’t know where to go,” Sullivan 
said. “AHS deliberately withheld that 
information.” 

Dr. Geny Predy, AHS’s senior medical 
officer of health, said AHS didn’t include 
abortion because it didn’t fit the site’s 
mandate. 

“I think (abortion) is a decision people 
think about once they’re already preg¬ 
nant,” he said. “This is tiying to focus 
on before you actually get pregnant. I 
think the message here is, ‘If you’re not 
ready, use birth control.’” 

Sullivan isn’t buying that — she said 
many women who aren’t ready to have 
children think about getting an abortion 
if they become pregnant. 

“The campaign is beyond not ready.” 

Pam Krause, executive director of the 
Calgaiy Sexual Health Centre, said AHS 
could have better spent the $440,000 to 
improve STI prevention. 

Predy said doctors will use the site to 
provide patients with information, add¬ 
ing AHS will make changes if deemed 
necessaiy

Edmonton’s archbishop has 
added his voice to those of 
other Catholic officials criticiz¬ 
ing the province’s guidelines to 
protect transgender students. 
In a letter shared with media 


Thursday, Archbishop Richard 
Smith said some of the guide¬ 
lines around gender identity 
are “not congruent” with Cath¬ 
olic teaching, but many others 
are already followed or can 
be adopted easily by Catholic 
schools. 

Education Minister David 
Eggen responded to Smith’s 
letter Thursday, describing it 
as “quite constructive.” 

“It captures the spirit of 
working to come up with a 
solution that everyone can live 
with and to ensure all students 
are in a safe and caring en¬ 
vironment,” he said. 

Eggen said he’s planning to 


meet with Catholic bishops 
in the next 10 days to further 
discuss the guidelines. 

Earlier this month, Eggen 
introduced guidelines to help 
boards develop policies for ac¬ 
commodating student gender 
identities. He’s set a deadline 
for these policies to be in place 
by March 31. 

Transgender policy became a 
priority last year, after a moth¬ 
er filed a human rights com¬ 
plaint against the Edmonton 
Catholic School District for not 
allowing her seven-year-old 
transgender daughter to use 
the washroom of her choice. 

Last week, Calgary Bishop 


Fred Henry issued a similar 
missive to Smith’s, which 
claimed the provincial guide¬ 
lines were “totalitarian.” 

Smith’s letter went one step 
further, though, by criticiz¬ 
ing some Edmonton Catholic 
School Board trustees for not 
doing enough to defend Cath¬ 
olic education. 

“The words and actions of 
some trustees, rather than de¬ 
fending and upholding all that 
is good in Catholic education, 
have caused harm and hostil¬ 
ity. In so doing, they have be¬ 
trayed the trust placed in them 
by Catholic electors,” he said.

In November, a Metro 
investigation found only 
21 of Alberta's 61 school 
boards had or were 
drafting a policy to protect 
transgender students. 

That investigation 
detailed a document sent 
to the Edmonton Catholic 
School Board in 2015 from

More Alberta funds for high-tech business

Minister of Economic Develop¬ 
ment and Trade Deron Bilous 
announced $5 million in funding 
Thursday for small and medium 
technology-based businesses. 

The new money is in on top 
of the $4.1 million already allot¬ 
ted to the Enhanced Innovation 
Voucher and Small and Medium¬ 
sized Enterprises Support pro¬ 


gram, which provides up to 
$15,000 for high-tech businesses. 

Bilous said the additional 
money will increase the num¬ 
ber of vouchers issued from 120 
this year to 200 or more per year, 
which he said helps businesses 
access things like marketing, 
planning and product develop¬ 
ment. 

The funding will also cover 
the number of technology de¬ 
velopment advisors available to 
mentor entrepreneurs — they 
will double to 12. 


“The investment comes at the 
right time for Alberta’s high-tech 
researchers and entrepreneurs as 
we work together to build a more 
diverse and resilient economy,” 
Bilous said. 

Both programs are part of 
Alberta Innovates-Technology 
Futures, which estimates its pro¬ 
grams have helped create 555 
new jobs in Alberta in 2014-2015. 

Hank Mottle with Absolute 
Combustion International Inc., 
said the program helped his com¬ 
pany create a unique combustion 


and thermal transfer technology 
that reduces C02 emissions by 
more than 35 per cent. 

“These are really tough times 
and we would have had a really 
rocky road if we were not able 
to get access to these programs,” 
he said. 

Bilous said the announcement 
is part of a “multi-pronged” ap¬ 
proach the government is taking 
when it comes to job creation. 
“Diversification is absolutely cru¬ 
cial and it’s something that I’m 
100 per cent focused on.”

PROVINCIAL DEBT 

Fiscal outlook 
downgraded; 
pipeline nixed 
as too risky 

Beleaguered Alberta took two 
more gut punches Thursday as a 
credit-rating agency reported the 
province is close to its debt ceil¬ 
ing and Quebec mayors slammed 
a critical pipeline project. 

“Today has been a veiy tough 
day indeed for Alberta,” said Wil- 
drose Opposition Leader Brian 
Jean. 

Toronto-based agency DBRS 
affirmed Alberta’s top-drawer 
triple-A credit rating, but down¬ 
graded the province’s fiscal out¬ 
look from stable to negative. It 
said with oil prices so low and the 
government’s borrowing plans 
so high, Alberta will exceed its 
own self-imposed legislated debt 
Emits this fiscal year. 

Alberta, under a law passed 
last year by Premier Rachel Not- 
ley’s NDP government, cannot 
borrow more than 15 per cent 


of its gross domestic product. 

Free falling oil prices over the 
last year and a half have removed 
billions of dollars from Alberta’s 
economy and plunged the gov¬ 
ernment deep into the red. 

To rectify that imbalance, the 
province is trying to drum up 
support for pipeline construc¬ 
tion to get its crude to ports and 
transport it to emerging markets 
such as Asia. 

One pipeline project, Energy 
East, would take Alberta crude 
through central Canada to re¬ 
fineries and ports in New Bruns¬ 
wick. 

But on Thursday, Montreal 
Mayor Denis Coderre, speaking 
for the region’s mayors, rejected 
the pipeline as too risky environ¬ 
mentally against limited profit 
for the area. 

Opposition parties said Al¬ 
berta’s NDP government is 
reaping its own bitter harvest 
by not pushing a tougher fine 
with other provinces on how 
pipeline construction benefits 
everyone and by not having a 
credible debt repayment and 
spending plan in place.

Ambitious transit 
chief stays practical

Eddie Robar and Edmonton 
should — should — be perfect 
bedfellows. 

Robar is young, ambitious 
and, critically, grew up in Ger¬ 
many, where public transit has 
evolved to the point of art. 

Edmonton, in turn, is the 
city where Robar could make 
his mark — a city expanding 
its light-rail transit but saddled 
with the reputation of building 
what some whisper is one of the 
most expensive LRT lines, per 
kilometre, in existence (and still 
running at half speed). 

For Robar, the new manager 
of the Edmonton Transit System, 
the reason he’s come here from 
his former post heading Hali¬ 
fax transit is simple: Edmonton 
wants better and is reviewing its 
entire service. 

“You get veiy few opportun¬ 
ities in the transit industry to im¬ 
pact really big change — broad, 
sweeping change,” Robar says. 

“When you look at the tran¬ 
sit network review, the strategy 
itself and the technology part of 
it, those are transformational 
projects. It transforms a city, it 


transforms the way that people 
interact with their vehicles, and 
that’s what I’m most excited 
about going forward.” 

With more than $700-million 
spent on the Metro Line, which 
some dismiss as a traffic nuis¬ 
ance, Edmonton needs some¬ 
thing positive. So we asked Robar 
some hard questions. 

You’re new to Edmonton. 
What about our transit sys¬ 
tem makes you think, ‘Why’s 
it like that?’ 

I’ve spent (my time) mostly 
meeting people (in the transpor¬ 
tation department) and under¬ 
standing what they’re doing — 


what kind of work they’re doing, 
what the focus of that work is 
(and) less on the network itself. 

I’ve got those ‘Why are we 
doing that?’ questions in my 
head. Most of it’s really structure 
related, looking at how things 
function and the differences be¬ 
tween where I was and where 
I am. Certainly there are lots of 
things that show up that are dif¬ 
ferent than where I was. Does 
that necessarily mean it’s bad 
or good? I’m not so sure about 
that yet. 

How important is it for you 
to be a public figure and use 
transit daily? 

It’s important, there’s no 


doubt about it. Riding the sys¬ 
tem is part of what we do here 
and understanding how those 
connections work or the stresses 
that are on transit every day, 
what that looks like. 

On the travel from home to 
work side, I took the bus this 
morning. But do I take it eveiy 
day — the bus — no. Do I use 
the LRT every day, yes. My plan 
is to be on the bus a couple days 
a week and ensure I have that 
frequent contact. It’s part of 
what we do. Utilizing the sys¬ 
tem that we’re promoting is 
something that should be a part 
of any management team for a 
transit system. 


Edmonton is one of the most 
car-dependent cities in the 
world. Do we really know 
what we should demand of 
our public transit? 

I think it’s about ... the op¬ 
portunity to guide some of that. 
Is eveiybody a transit planner? 
No. But I think that eveiybody 
knows, reasonably, what they’re 
willing to do in a certain en¬ 
vironment. 

To build out the European 
model in Edmonton, do I think 
that’s feasible? It’s probably not. 
But getting ourselves closer to 
the steps of what’s reasonable 
in frequency and convenience 
and ... walk people through 
the scenarios of how to build 


a transit system ... I think we 
can do that. 

I think taking the integrated 
mobility approach and how we 
can holistically manage a sys¬ 
tem and moving it towards a 
seamless, integrated network 
— that is a step in the right 
direction. 

Should we move transit 
from ‘It’s good enough’ to 
‘It’s the better option’? 

That definitely needs to hap¬ 
pen. It’s a challenge. How do we 
focus the resources we have on 
making that ‘good enough’ go 
away — making safe, comfort¬ 
able places for people to wait, 
making sure they have good ac¬ 
cess on the road that promotes 
a feeling of comfort? 

We need to be woven into 
communities. Not just ‘Where’s 
my bus stop,’ but how do I get to 
my bus stop? What’s my active 
transportation links? How do 
I integrate that into my trip? 
Maybe I take my bike to work or 
take it halfway and get on a bus. 
Those are approaches we need 
to look at — a holistic review. 

Okay, the Metro Line. 

Your thoughts? 

I think it’s transporting a lot 
of people eveiy day. Is it up to 
full service yet? No. Is it pro¬ 
viding a service to the people 
of Edmonton? Absolutely. (In) 
time, obviously, we’ll get that 
up to speed. What that time 
frame looks like, I don’t know 
yet. But it’s providing a good 
service to people.

Some Albertans have become 
enraged with high hospital park¬ 
ing rates, but Alberta Health Ser¬ 
vices isn’t planning to trim fees 
anytime soon. 

This week, Ontario announced 
a policy that will lower expenses 
for 900,000 patients and visitors. 
The province froze parking rates 
for three years and, beginning 


Oct. 1, hospitals charging more 
than $10 a day to park will have 
to provide discounted passes 
that have in-and-out privileges, 
are transferable, and are good 
for one year. 

Many AHS hospitals in Calgary 
and Edmonton charge $2.25 per 
half hour with a $14.25 max¬ 
imum. Kim Berly of Edmonton 
knows the situation well. She 
said she likely spent more than 
$300 on parking at Cross Cancer 
Centre, taking her loved one for 


chemotherapy and other emer¬ 
gencies. “Fortunately, I am able 
to pay these horrendous fees, 
although they do not make me 
happy,” she said. 

Hailey McBumey spent about 
$40 at the Foothills — she was in 
and out of the lot to mn errands, 
like drive her son to school. 

In an emailed statement, AHS 
said it provides compassionate 
parking passes to patients and 
visitors facing financial hardship 
on a case-by-case basis. 


It said parking fees are needed 
to cover operating and mainten¬ 
ance costs and the construction 
of new parking structures. It said 
its monthly passes are cheaper 
than the national average. 

Weekly passes are general¬ 
ly $40 in Alberta’s major cities 
while monthly passes start at $71. 

Still, Berly thinks AHS could 
reduce its $14.25 day rate. 

“Under $10 isn’t unreason¬ 
able,” she said. “$14.25 is out¬ 
rageous.”

The Capital Region Board is 
looking to ask a big question: 
Is the region ready for carpool 
lanes? 

The board is made up of 24 
municipalities in the region 
and works on long-term plan¬ 
ning for land use and trans¬ 
portation — and it just put 
out a tender asking for a study 
of carpool- or bus-only lanes. 

Neil Sarneclci, manager of 
regional project with the board, 
said they believe it may be the 
time to consider the lanes. 

“Edmonton has some of the 
highest congestion in the coun- 
tiy and it’s only been increas¬ 
ing over the last few years,” 


he said. “The question is, is 
are we at the point whereby 
we should look at these types 
of measure in order to accom¬ 
modate or support our transit 
operations?” 

Sarneclci said the consultant 
studying the question will be 
asked to determine if these 
kinds of lanes would work in 
Edmonton and to suggest a 
good pilot location. 

“If it concludes there is the 
amount of traffic and conges¬ 
tion then we would go to the 
next step.” 

Coun. Andrew Knack said 
he’s glad the board is study¬ 
ing the idea, but he’s already 
convinced. 

“I think we’re already ready 
for those,” he said. 

Knack said he expects the 
city’s ongoing transit review 
to recommend preferred lanes 
for either carpools or buses. 

He said carpool lanes might 
be the easiest way to imple¬ 
ment a change like this, al¬ 
lowing people to keep driving, 
but also taking some stress off 
the roads.

Three days before her father died, 
nine-year-old Shylo Kirton was 
able to speak to him for the first 
time and tell him she loved him. 

“We went to the hospital to 
visit him, and she said, ‘Daddy, 
I love you, I love you, I love you’, 
and she had her arms wide open,” 
says Debbie Kirton, Shylo’s moth¬ 
er. 

“He just started bawling—we 
both did. All he ever wanted was 
to hear his daughter talk before 
he died.” 

Saying those words wouldn’t 
have been possible for Shylo — 
who is severely autistic — with¬ 
out help from her educational 


assistant, Tracy Hanson, at the 
Virginia Park School. 

At the start of Grade 2, when 
Hanson started working with her, 
Shylo couldn’t talk or feed herself. 
She was also afraid of touching 
items such as a paintbrush and 
was often upset. 

Today, almost three years later, 
Debbie says she’s a much hap¬ 
pier child who can speak close 
to 300 words, can feed herself 
and loves to paint. 

Thrilled with Shy¬ 
lo’s progress, Deb¬ 
bie nominated 
Hanson for an 
Edmonton Public 
School teachers’ 
award last year, 
which she won in 
December. 

“I am so grate¬ 
ful to have met Tracy. We didn’t 
know Shylo before. Tracy brought 
her out of her own world with a 
lot of hard work,” Debbie says. 

Hanson has been able to do 
that through a combination of 
verbal exercises, art therapy 
and sign-language training. She 
has also worked with Shylo on 


improving her muscle co-ordin¬ 
ation and taught her to write. 

“I am so proud of her. She’s 
veiy smart and very stubborn, 
and I knew she could do better. 
I thought on my watch, she’s 
going to have some life skills,” 
Hanson says. 

In her many years of working 
in the field, Hanson says she’s 
never seen such dramatic change 
in an autistic child before. She 
credits their re¬ 
lationship, and 
Shylo, for that. 

“She knows 
I’m not going to 
give up or back 
down if I ask her 
to do something. 
She knows that 
I know that she 
can do it. So she’ll 
ciy, but she’ll do it,” Hanson says. 

Because of Shylo’s progress, 
Debbie says she is hopeful for 
the future. 

“My dreams for her are that 
she’ll be able to clearly speak 
and be a functioning member of 
society. We all want our children 
to be that way,” she says.

RIDE-SHARING 

City looks 
at official 
bylaw change, 
cabbies worry

City councillors will next week 
consider a bylaw that could 
make Uber legal, but the taxi 
industry says it would leave 
them in the dust. 

After passing first reading in 
November, council asked its ad¬ 
ministration to do more work 
on the bylaw, which is aimed 
at regulating the ride-share in- 
dustiy. 

Administration is now rec¬ 
ommending charging a new 
$50,000 fee for companies like 
Uber, along with a six-cent-per- 
trip fee to cover the costs of 


regulating the company. 

They are also suggesting a 
change to current fare rules that 
would allow both taxi and Uber 
to charge any fare they want for 
pre-arranged trips. 

Under the proposal, if you 
were to hail a cab or pick one 
up at a taxi stand you would 
still face a metered rate. 

Administration has also put 
forward a set of options for coun¬ 
cil to consider on fares. 

Those options include setting 
minimum or maximum fares or 
forcing Uber to follow the same 
fare schedule as taxis. 

Uber’s general manager for 
Alberta, Ramit Kar, said if the 
bylaw passes as recommended 
the company will stay in the city. 

“It’s a workable bylaw that 
should be good for Edmonton¬ 
ians and should allow ride-shar¬ 
ing to stay,” he said. 


But Pascal Ryfell with the Al¬ 
berta Taxi Group said the bylaw 
is a big disappointment and will 
eventually make it impossible 
for taxi drivers or Uber drivers 
to get by. 

“It is going to be difficult for 
any professional driver to make 
a living,” he said. 

He said allowing Uber free 
rein in the market means taxi 
drivers would lose the value of 
their plates. 

“If this passes as is we are 
certain that the existing taxi 
plates that are out there will 
be worthless,” he said. 

Coun. Andrew Knack said he 
understands there will be prob¬ 
lems with the new bylaw, but 
council can’t ignore the com¬ 
ing change.

BUSINESS MODEL 

Company keen to work with city 


Uber’s aggressive entry into 
Edmonton and the battles its 
had with the city over the last 
year are part of the pains in 
creating a new business model, 
according to Uber officials. 

The company launched its 
service in Edmonton in De¬ 
cember 2014 and has been 
operating outside the city’s 
bylaws ever since. 

Many of its drivers have 
been fined and the city sued 
the company unsuccessfully. 

Michael Van Hemmen, the 


company’s public poliqr man¬ 
ager, said ride-sharing is differ¬ 
ent than traditional taxis and 
the rules have to be adapted. 

“Regulators need to under¬ 
stand that if they want it to 
exist, it needs to reflect what 
the business model is,” he said. 

The company’s communi¬ 
cations manager, Xavier Van 
Chau, said the company had 
to stick to its principles when 
it came to interactions with 
the city. 

“If you try to adopt regula¬ 


tions for ride-share with the 
same regulations you have for 
taxi, then you end up just cre¬ 
ating a taxi service,” he said. 

He added that despite the 
hectic start, the company is 
looking forward to regulations 
that will allow them to work 
with the city. 

“Bylaws in other cities 
where we operate have con¬ 
tinued to evolve and so we 
expect to continue to engage 
with the city.”

Locals working 
on tool library

Those in need of a hammer or 
saw may soon be able to borrow 
one easily thanks to a local tool 
library that’s in the works by a 
couple of Edmontonians who 
are fed up with not having the 
right tool for the job. 

“There are all of those tools 
that people have gone out and 
used once, like a tile cutter. Now 
you don’t have to buy the tile 


cutter,” says Robyn Webb, co¬ 
founder of the future Edmonton 
Tool Library. 

Instead, in exchange for an 
annual membership fee you’ll 
be able to check out the tool 
from the library. 

Webb says the plan is for the 
organization to be a non-prof¬ 
it, run by volunteers who will 
also show people how to safely 
use tools. 

“For me, it just took some¬ 
one showing me a really basic 
and safe way to use them, and 
you gain confidence as you go 
along,” she says. “The skills 
aren’t necessarily being passed 
down.” 

Webb says she first used a tool 
library as a new homeowner in 
Winnipeg. Similar libraries have 
already opened in most major 
Canadian cities. 


The Calgary Tool Library has 
been open for a year-and-a-half, 
and has signed up almost 600 
people since opening its doors. 
A membership is $60 a year, and 
they’re aiming to be revenue- 
neutral by the end of the year 
— right now they’re dependent 
on fundraising. 

According to Nathan Gignac, 
the one paid employee, mem¬ 
bers include everyone from 
homeowners to newcomers to 
renters who come because they 
can’t afford the cost of tools or 
aren’t comfortable using them 
yet. 

He says a couple of people are 
in the process of building a tiny 
house using just tools from the 
tool library, and another mem¬ 
ber rented a sewing machine to 
tailor all his clothes for his first 
job in Canada. 

“It’s a wonderful service, and 
something that has a really deep 
resonance with people,” Gignac 
says. “As soon you explain the 
concept to people, they’re al¬ 
ways like, ‘Oh, of course that’s 
something people need.’”

TRANSCANADA CORP. 

Montreal rejects Energy East 


Montreal-area municipal lead¬ 
ers are rejecting TransCan- 
ada Corp.’s controversial pro¬ 
posed Energy East pipeline, 
saying its economic benefits 
are paltry when compared 
with the possible costs of an 
oil cleanup. 

The Montreal Metropolitan 
Community, which represents 
82 municipalities and 3.9 mil¬ 
lion residents, said Thursday 
it opposes the project and 
will defend that position at 


Quebec environmental impact 
and National Energy Board 
hearings. 

Montreal Mayor Denis 
Coderre, the current president 
of the organization, said the 
decision was unanimous and 
that the environmental risks 
far outweigh any economic 
benefits for the region. 

Despite that position, a 
TransCanada spokesman was 
hopeful the company could 
keep channels open with 


elected Montreal-area offi¬ 
cials and use citizen feedback 
to address any issues. 

“We will continue to lis¬ 
ten to other elected leaders 
in Quebec and stakeholders 
across the province as we take 
their concerns and input ser¬ 
iously,” Jonathan Abecassis 
said in a statement, adding 
that pipelines remain safer 
than trains for transporting 
oil and other flammable prod¬ 
ucts.

Metro: How do you dress for 
carving ice and snow for 12 
hours a day? 

V: We dress like we’re go¬ 
ing skiing — really good boots, 


face mask, gloves and I’ve got 
three pair of long underwear 
on under these snow pants. 

B: We take breaks, drink 
hot coffee, and swing our arms 
around in a big circle. It works. 
Metro: How much ice and 
snow is used? 

V: We used 350 blocks of 
specially made ice from a plant 
in Ontario. Each ice block is 
270 pounds, so the heavy-lift¬ 
ing helps keep us warm, too.

'Great’ meeting 
in Paris, says 
Netanyahu 

Benjamin Netanyahu, long 
seen as a close friend and ally 
of Stephen Harper, says he has 
since struck up a very good 
relationship with the former 
prime minister’s new Liberal 
successor. 

The Israeli prime minis¬ 
ter, in Davos this week for 
the World Economic Forum, 
said he and Justin Trudeau 
had a “great” meeting at an 
earlier international gather¬ 
ing in Paris. 

“We have a very, very good 
relationship,” Netanyahu said. 

Strong, unwavering support 
of Israel was long a foreign 
policy pillar for the Conserva¬ 
tive government under Harper, 
who in Israel in 2014 famously 
promised that Canada would 
stand with the Jewish state 
through fire and water. 

Trudeau has pledged similar 


support for Israel, although 
he is greeted with skepticism 
from some corners of Israeli 
supporters in Canada. Not so 
Netanyahu, who insisted he 
has no misgivings about the 
Liberals. 

That’s even after Trudeau 
promised to pull Canadian 
fighter jets out of the battle 
against the militants of the 
Islamic State of Iraq and the

Levant (ISIL) — a decision the 
Israeli leader insisted Thursday 
was entirely Canada’s to make. 

The conflicts in the Middle 
East have come up repeatedly 
at the Davos meeting, includ¬ 
ing minutes before Trudeau 
took the stage Wednesday for 


his keynote address. Iran’s for¬ 
eign minister, sitting on the 
same stage Trudeau and Netan¬ 
yahu would each soon occupy, 
argued there was no military 
solution to the crisis, only a 
political one. 

Trudeau has been public¬ 
ly pressed twice in Davos on 
his decision to withdraw the 
six CF-18s taking part in the 
bombing mission. Twice, he 
has cited Canada’s military 
expertise in training security 
and gathering intelligence, the 
result of a decade spent fight¬ 
ing in Afghanistan. 

“We definitely have much 
to contribute on helping local 
militias and local troops be 
more effective in the direct 
fight,” Trudeau said in a ses¬ 
sion with CNN host Fareed 
Zalcaria. 

“If there’s one thing that re¬ 
cent history has taught us, it’s 
that ultimately conflicts like 
this need to have their resolu¬ 
tion on the ground with people 
who ... want to take their coun¬ 
tries back from terrorists.”

The Liberals’ tax-bracket chan¬ 
ges will drain on average about 
$100 million more per year 
from the public treasury than 
the government expects, says 
a new analysis by the federal 
budget watchdog.

Officials arrest 
rapper over 
unrecognized 
documents 

Mos Def’s arrest in South Afri¬ 
ca shined a light on the world 
passport, a document invented k 
by a Vermont man in the after- 
math of the Second World War. 

The 42-year-old rapper and 
actor, who currently goes by, 
was accused of tiying to leave 
South Africa while using a pass¬ 
port not recognized by that 
countiy. 

Mos Def has been living in 
South Africa for almost three 
years and had used a U.S. pass¬ 
port when previously entering 
and leaving the countiy. He was 
arrested when he tried to leave 
Jan. 14 using a passport issued 
by the World Service Authority. 

Q: What is a world passport? 

A: The world passport is a ma¬ 
chine readable travel document 
that resembles traditional pass¬ 
ports issued by most nations of 
the world. The passports are 
now administered by a Wash¬ 
ington-based non-profit called 
the World Service Authority. 

Q: What is the World Service 
Authority? 

A: The authority promotes the 
concept of world citizenship, 
the idea that a person should 
find community in all people of 
the planet as opposed to within 
a nation state. It also offers mar¬ 
riage certificates, birth cards 
and other documents typically 


issued by governments. 

Q: What is its history? 

A: In 1948, Gariy Davis, a for¬ 
mer Broadway actor and a for¬ 
mer bomber pilot in the Second 
World War, renounced his U.S. 
citizenship and declared him¬ 
self a “citizen of the world.” In 
1953 in Ellworth, Maine, Davis 
declared the founding of the 
World Government of World 
Citizens. 

Q: Why would someone get 
a passport? 

A: World passports were created 
in the 1950s by Davis as a way 
of giving stateless people and 
refugees access to identifica¬ 
tion that could be used to cross 


international boundaries. The 
authority says the world pass¬ 
port represents the “inalien¬ 
able human right of freedom 
of travel on planet Earth.” 

0: Which states recognize it? 

A: It’s unclear. The World Ser¬ 
vice Authority website lists 183 
countries that the organization 
claims have recognized the pass¬ 
ports by stamping a visa or exit 
or entiy stamp in them. 

Q: How do you get one? 

A: Passport-seekers can fill out 
applications on the World Ser¬ 
vice Authority website. A 10- 
year passport costs $100, plus 
shipping and handling.

Judge tosses out defamation 
suit filed against Bill Cosby 


A U.S. federal judge on Thurs¬ 
day dismissed a lawsuit filed by 
a Pittsburgh-area woman who 
claims Bill Cosby defamed her 
when he and his representatives 
responded to allegations that he 
drugged and sexually assaulted 
her and other women. 

The October lawsuit filed by 
Renita Hill, 48, was dismissed 
with prejudice, meaning she 
cannot try to amend and re¬ 
file it. 

Her lawsuit said she was 
made out to be a “liar” and 
“extortionist” when the com¬ 
edian, his wife and attorney 
issued denials. 

U.S. District Judge Arthur 
Schwab agreed with Cosby’s 
attorneys that the statements

were opinions protected by the 
First Amendment. 

“Even considering these 
three statements together as 
a combined, single statement, 


this newly ‘conjoined’ state¬ 
ment does not lead to an in¬ 
ference that plaintiff is a ‘liar 
and an extortionist,”’ the judge 
wrote. 

Hill’s attorney, George Kon- 
tos, promised to appeal, saying 
he strongly disagreed with the 
judge’s reasoning. 

Cosby has yet to respond spe¬ 
cifically to Hill’s allegations that 
he drugged and molested her 
several times after they met 
on the TV show, Picture Pages, 
in 1983. Hill claims that went 
on for about four years, start¬ 
ing when she was 16, and that 
Cosby helped pay for her col¬ 
lege, until she cut off contact 
with him about four years later.

Major water 
loss linked to 
climate change, 
says expert 

Overturned fishing skiffs lie 
abandoned on the shores of 
what was Bolivia’s second-lar¬ 
gest lake. Beetles dine on bird 
carcasses and gulls fight for 
scraps under a glaring sun in 
what marshes remain. 

Lake Poopo was officially de¬ 
clared evaporated last month. 
Hundreds, if not thousands, of 
people have lost their livelihoods 
and left. 

High on Bolivia’s semi-arid 
Andean plains at 3,700 metres 
and long subject to climatic 
whims, the shallow saline lake 
has essentially dried up before, 
only to rebound to twice the 
area of Los Angeles. 

But recoveiy may no longer 
be possible, scientists say. 

“This is a picture of the future 
of climate change,” says Dirk 
Hoffman, a German glaciologist 
who studies how rising temper¬ 
atures from the burning of fos¬ 


sil fuels has accelerated glacial 
melting in Bolivia. 

As Andean glaciers disappear, 
so do the sources of Poopo’s 
water. But other factors are in 
play in the demise of Bolivia’s 
second-largest body of water 
(behind Lake Titicaca). 

Drought caused by the re¬ 
current El Nino meteorological 
phenomenon is considered the 
main driver. Authorities say an¬ 
other factor is the diversion of 
water from Poopo’s tributaries, 
mostly for mining but also for 
agriculture. 

More than 100 families have 
sold their sheep, llamas and al¬ 
paca, set aside their fishing nets 
and quit the former lakeside 
village of Untavi over the past 
three years, draining it of well 
over half its population. Only 
the elderly remain. 

“There’s no future here,” said 
29-year-old Juvenal Gutierrez, 
who moved to a nearby town 
where he ekes by as a motor¬ 
cycle taxi driver. 

Record-keeping on the lake’s 
history only goes back a cen- 
tuiy, and there is no good tally 
of the people displaced by its 
disappearance. At least 3,250 
people have received humani¬ 


tarian aid, the governor’s of¬ 
fice says. 

Poopo is now down to two 
per cent of its former water 
level, regional Gov. Victor Hugo 
Vasquez calculates. Its maximum 


depth once reached five metres. 
Field biologists say 75 species of 
birds are gone from the lake. 

The head of a local citizens’ 
group that tried to save Poopo, 
Angel Flores, says authorities 


ignored warnings. 

“Something could have been 
done to prevent the disaster. 
Mining companies have been 
diverting water since 1982,” he

Drivers 
brace for 
big storm 

Drivers in the Washington, D.C. 
area spent hours in icy gridlock 
ahead of heavy snowball that’s 
predicted to arrive by the week¬ 
end from the Appalachian Moun¬ 
tains to Philadelphia and maybe 
farther north. 

On Thursday morning, Vir¬ 
ginia Gov. Terry McAuliffe issued 
a state of emergency and said 
people should “take the threat of 
this storm seriously.” He warned 
of travel disruptions and power 
outages. McAuliffe said crews are 
treating roads before the week¬ 
end storm hits, but state trans¬ 
portation officials urged drivers 
to stay off the roads. 

Treated roads were clear, but 
some elevated roads, ramps and 
side streets were icy with drivers 
creeping along. 

The National Weather Service 
said in a statement Wednesday 
that up to 40 centimetres of snow 
could come down between Fri¬ 
day night and Sunday morning. 

The storm will bring ice and 
freezing rain to Arkansas, Ten¬ 
nessee and Kentucky starting 
Thursday, prediction centre me¬ 
teorologist Rich Otto said.

Canada spreads 
deficit message 


WORLD ECONOMIC FORUM 

Ministers tell 
countries to 
spend way out 
of downturn 

Canada’s plea to its internation¬ 
al counterparts to open their 
wallets and spend their way out 
of a worsening global economic 
slump is resonating among 
the economic power brokers. 

At a time when some coun¬ 
tries are looking at austerity to 
help them pull through a shaky 
economy, Canadian cabinet 
ministers have been telling 
anyone they meet at the an¬ 
nual meeting of the World Eco¬ 
nomic Forum that deficits are 
the way out of the downturn. 

“Interest rates are at historic 
lows. We can make significant 
investments because we have 


that, plus an opportunity with 
our low amount of debt, espe¬ 
cially in comparison with other 
countries,” Finance Minister 
Bill Morneau said Thursday. 

“What I hear from other 
people in my position around 
the world is this is the right 
initiative at this time, and we 
know it will make a difference 
for Canadians.” 

Some countries, particular¬ 
ly in Europe, don’t have the 
fiscal room to take on more 
debt, said author and journal¬ 
ist Fareed Zalcaria, who inter¬ 
viewed Justin Trudeau after 
the prime minister’s keynote 
speech on Wednesday. 

Canadian business titan 
Michael Sabia said countries 
have become too dependent 
on monetary policy and need 
to put in place a much broader 
growth strategy and “focus on 
the real economy.”

Yet even now Air Can¬ 
ada and a host of other com¬ 
panies have a fuel surcharge. 

Air Canada has blamed the 
weak loonie, saying it has to 
buy fuel with U.S. dollars. But 
Ambarish Chandra, an econom¬ 
ics professor at the University 
of Toronto, says their argument 
doesn’t hold up because the 
price of oil has fallen much 
more than the loonie has. 

The Canadian dollar has de¬ 
creased in value by about 11 
per cent since January 2015, 
whereas the price of bench¬ 
mark WTI crude has tumbled 
more than 40 per cent — from 
about $48 a barrel to $28. 

Airlines aren’t the only com¬ 
panies that pile on a fuel fee. 
Canada Post first slapped a 
2.25-per cent surtax on the 
delivery price of parcels and 
packages in 2003. 

Taxis and limos serving To¬ 
ronto’s Pearson airport began 
to charge based on the average 
price of gas per litre in 2008. 

The Freight Carriers Associa¬ 
tion of Canada recommends a 
fuel surcharge for the trucking 
industry, but each company 
sets their own rates. 

Canadian Pacific and Can¬ 
adian National railways im¬ 
pose a fuel surcharge based 
on the average price of U.S. 
Energy Information Adminis¬ 
tration diesel.

'Clean eating’ based on 
faith, not solid science

Many of today’s popular 
brand-name diets can be 
boiled down to a list of rules 
that start with “Thou shalt 
not.” 

As the new year’s dieting 
season drags on, every book¬ 
store shelf and morning TV 
show has self-styled experts 
advocating all-out bans on 
whole categories of foods, all 
in the name of “clean eating.” 

I’d love to be able to quickly 
and efficiently debunk “clean 
eating,” but I can’t. It has no 
precise definition. What’s 
“clean” to a bodybuilder may 
not be to a paleo person. One 
“clean” regimen du jour is 
premised on the theory that 
wheat and dairy (and some¬ 
times other stuff, depending 
on the specific strain of dubi¬ 
ous science) cause a vague but 
scary-sounding inflammation. 


If you believe some foods 
are “clean,” then others must 
be “unclean.” And that is a 
very, very old idea. Dairy and 
wheat, to the dairy-and-wheat- 
ffee crowd, aren’t unclean in 
any real-world way. They’re 
ritually unclean, like pork is to 
observant Jewish folks. 

And what do faith-based 
food restrictions do? They 
identify you with a tribe, 
whose members support and 
motivate you to stick with 
their rules and shame you if 
you don’t. Modern-day food 
tribes — like the Bulletproof 
crowd, the Whole 30 club, 
the Wheat Belly people — fill 
the same role. If one of these 
programs is helping you build 
good habits and eat less junk 
food: Awesome. Carry on! 

But know this: Almost 
no nutrition science is solid 
enough to indicate that any¬ 
thing — except trans fats — 
should be cut from healthy 
adults’ diets entirely. 

Last week, Julia Belluz at 


Vox compiled a list of all the 
things that make nutrition re¬ 
search bloody difficult and ex¬ 
pensive. First, it’s maddeningly 
individual. Different people re¬ 
spond differently to the same 
diet. People also don’t stick 
to diets, even when they’re 
told to as part of a study. Few 
researchers follow subjects 
more than a few weeks, which 
means the outcomes that are 
being measured are things like 
short-term changes in blood 
pressure, not, say, long-term 
incidence of heart disease. 

Long-term observational 
studies, which rely on people’s 
reports of what they eat, are 
full of confounding factors 
that can’t all be accounted 
for. An increased recognition 
of these limitations is part of 
why conventional nutrition 
wisdom has about-faced on fat. 

That said, in general, author 
Michael Pollan’s advice (“Eat 
food. Not too much. Mostly 
plants.”) holds up in light of 
what evidence we do have. To 


my knowledge, there’s never 
been a study showing fresh 
vegetables are bad for you. 
Sugar isn’t poison. Your body 
can handle the occasional 
calorie wallop in the form of 
a large Coke, but don’t push 
your luck. Refined flour has 
a well-deserved bad rap, but 
whole grains are yummy and 
good for you. Minimize your 
consumption of additives and 
preservatives and what-not, 
not because they’re poison 
(your kidneys have your back), 
but because you can do better 
by choosing whole foods most 
of the time. The best advice is 
moderation, McGill nutrition 
professor Linda Wylces told 
me. If you dream of deep-fried 
Mars Bars, you can indulge, 
once in a while, without wony. 
Thank the higher power of 
your choice for that.

strong characters. A lot of 
them are like me, the basis 
of them. They all have a big 
mountain in front of them 
but they are going to climb it 
and fight as hard as they can.” 

This weekend she stars in 
The 5th Wave, a world-under- 
attaclc sci-fi flick based on Rick 
Yancey’s young adult novel of 
the same name. Moretz plays 
Cassie and her “big mountain” 
is an alien invasion that dev¬ 
astates the planet, separating 
her from her younger brother. 
Can she find her sibling be¬ 
fore the deadly 5th wave hits? 

You’ll have to buy a ticket 
to find out. The only thing I 
can tell you for sure is that it 
is another spunky perform¬ 
ance from the actress. 

Over the course of a short 
but eventful career spirited 
characters have become her 


stock in trade. She has made 
a habit of playing people with 
rich lives swirling around 
them. For instance, she’s a 
sparkplug teenage prostitute 
in The Equalizer, a confused 
best friend to Keira Knight- 
ley in Laggies and a movie 
star with a scandalous life in 
Clouds of Sils Maria. 

Here are her top three ca¬ 
reer defining roles: 

Spunky: In If I Stay Moretz 
plays Mia, a gifted teenage 


cellist from a family of musi¬ 
cians. When a catastrophic ac¬ 
cident throws her into a coma 
she has an out-of-body experi¬ 
ence. The rest of the story is 
told from the perspective of 
her memories before the ac¬ 
cident and in the present, as 
she observes, ghostlike, the 
aftermath of the car crash. 

Here she delivers what may 
be her best performance yet. 
As Mia she is a talented teen 
just discovering a life beyond 
the cello that has been her 


constant companion since she 
was young. It’s a simple and 
uncluttered performance with 
a lot going on behind the eyes. 

Spunkier: In the 2013 re¬ 
make of Carrie she put her 
own spin on Stephen King’s 
most famous character, ori¬ 
ginally played by Sissy Spacelc 
in 1976. Where Spacelc was 
a true outsider, an abused, 
naive girl, Moretz plays her 
with a bit more pluck. Both 
are Ugly Ducklings trans¬ 
formed into swans and then 
monsters, unwitting and un¬ 
deserving victims of horrible 
abuse, but Moretz gives Car¬ 
rie more backbone than her 
predecessor. 

Spunkiest: Undoubtedly her 
signature spunky perform¬ 
ance came in 2010’s Kiclc-Ass. 


If Quentin Tarantino made a 
kid’s coming-of-age movie it 
might look something like 
Kiclc-Ass. It has most of his 
trademarks — clever dialogue, 
good soundtrack and some 
high octane violence — but 
there’s a twist. The bloodi¬ 
est, most cutthroat purveyor 
of ultra violence in the film 
is an 11-year-old girl. 

The action scenes are plenti¬ 
ful and frenetic and once you 
get past the question, “Why 
would Chloe Moretz’s par¬ 
ents allow her to do this?” 
they’re really fun. It’s a little 
unsettling to see a young girl 
wielding a switchblade, gun¬ 
ning down dozens of bad guys 
and going hand-to-hand with a 
full grown man, but not since 
Natalie Portman in Leon has 
the screen seen such a sweet¬ 
faced assassin.

In the 50th anniversaiy year 
of Truman Capote’s genre¬ 
making masterpiece In Cold 
Blood, it seems suddenly 
eveiyone is watching, listen¬ 
ing and talking about true 
crime. Last year’s compulsive 
true crime programs came 
courtesy of the inaugural NPR 
podcast, Serial, and HBO’s The 
Jinx. This year Nick Broom¬ 
field’s fascinating films about 
Aileen Wuomos have popped 
up on Netflix, along with The 
Central Park Five, Ken’s Bum’s 
2012 documentary about five 
black and Latino teenagers 
wrongly convicted of raping a 
white woman. 

Maybe you’ve missed those. 


But I know very few who over 
the holidays didn’t binge- 
watch Making a Murderer, the 
10-part Netflix documentaiy 
about Steven Aveiy, a white 
man with an IQ of 70 from 
Manitowoc County, Wis., who 
spent 18 years in jail for a 
crime he didn’t commit, was 
released, and then arrested 
two years later for murdering 
a woman. 

It felt as though the show 
was all anyone could talk 
about: Did Aveiy do it? Or was 
he framed by the local police? 
Were the filmmakers one¬ 
sided? 

I don’t know — because I 
didn’t finish it. It wasn’t the 
horrific and violent crime of 
which Aveiy was convicted; 
it wasn’t that the alleged 
police and judicial corrup¬ 
tion didn’t rouse anger; and 
it wasn’t the potent display 
of how economic disparity in 
U.S. can make or break a fife. 
There was something, which 
I’m anxious to admit, that I 


couldn’t stomach. 

But here goes: I didn’t want 
to spend any more time with 
Steven Avery, because why 
Steven Aveiy? 

“The reason we chose him 
was his unique status as an 
American who had been failed 
by the system in 1985, and 
had been repeatedly failed 
for another 18 years,” said co¬ 
maker Laura Ricciardi, who 
filmed the documentaiy over 
a decade. 

I’m not sold on how unique 


his circumstances are: “One 
out of three African American 
men may well end up going 
to prison,” Hillary Clinton said 
in the most recent Democratic 
debate. “That’s the statistic. 

I want people here to think 
what we would be doing if it 
was one out of three white 
men, and veiy often,the black 
men are arrested, convicted 
and incarcerated for offences 
that do not lead to the same 
results for white men.” 

“Who in America is satis¬ 


fied that we have more people 
in jail than any other country 
on Earth, including China?” 
followed Bemie Sanders. “Dis¬ 
proportionately African Amer¬ 
ican and Latino.” 

According to the NAACP, 
African Americans make up 
1 million of the total 2.3 mil¬ 
lion Americans in prison and 
are incarcerated at nearly 
six times the rate of whites. 
What’s more, “five times as 
many whites are using drugs 
as African Americans, yet 
African Americans are sent 
to prison for drug offences at 
10 times the rate of whites.” 
But “African Americans serve 
virtually as much time in 
prison for a drug offence (58.7 
months) as whites do for a vio¬ 
lent offence (61.7 months).” 

Revenge is supposedly a 
dish best served cold. But 
when it comes to the reality of 
many Americans’ lives, it’s not 
even on the table. 

Sandra Bland, Eric Gamer, 
Walter Scott, and countless 
others, didn’t get trials, which 
is why Making a Murderer 
made me lose my appetite. I’m 
going to re-watch The Central 
Park Five with a stiff drink, 
which won’t solve anything.

Will Smith latest star to boycott Oscars 


Will Smith says he will not at¬ 
tend the Academy Awards next 
month, joining his wife, Jada 
Pinkett Smith, and others in pro¬ 
test against two straight years of 
all-white acting nominees. Best 
supporting actor nominee Mark 
Ruffalo also says he’s considering 
skipping the ceremony. 

“My wife’s not going. It would 
be awkward for me to show up 
with Charlize (Theron),” said 
Smith on ABC’s Good Morning 
America on Thursday. “We’ve 
discussed it, but at this current 
time, we’re uncomfortable to 
stand there and say this is OK.” 

Smith, who some thought 
might be nominated for his per¬ 
formance in the football drama 
Concussion, said his decision 
was “deeply not about me.” 

“This is about children that 
are going to sit down and they’re 
going to watch the show and 
they’re not going to see them¬ 
selves represented,” said Smith. 

Smith, who would likely have 
been a sought-after presenter at 
the Feb. 28 ceremony, becomes 
the biggest name to join a boy¬ 
cott of the Academy Awards 
following announcements by 
Spike Lee (an honorary Oscar 
recipient this year) and Pink¬ 
ett Smith. 

Ruffalo, nominated for his 
performance in the newspaper 
drama Spotlight, said Thurs¬ 
day that he’s mulling joining 


the protest. 

“I’m weighing it, that’s where 
I’m at right now,” Ruffalo told 
BBC News. “I woke up in the

morning thinking, ‘What is the 
right way to do this?’ Because if 
you look at Martin Luther King’s 
legacy, what he was saying was 
that the good people who don’t 
act are much worse than the 
wrongdoers who are purpose¬ 
fully not acting and don’t know 
the right way.” 

One of the acting nominees 
joining the boycott would add 
a new chapter in the backlash 
that has roiled the Academy of 
Motion Pictures Arts and Sci¬ 
ences. Following the announce¬ 
ments by Lee and Pinkett Smith, 
academy President Cheiyl Boone 
Isaacs has pledged “dramatic 
changes” to diversity in the acad¬ 
emy’s membership.

THEX-FILES 

Duchovnysays 
Mulder and 
Scully bond just 
needs 'biology’ 

For Chris Carter, there’s noth¬ 
ing scarier than sitting in an 
audience and watching The 
X-Files. 

The first episode of Carter’s 
reboot of his sci-fi franchise 
had its world premiere last 
October at MIPCOM, the inter¬ 
national TV marketplace. It was 
screened again last week for 
critics at the California Science 
Center in Los Angeles. 

Throughout both screenings, 
Carter squirmed in his seat. 

“Television is something you 
normally experience in a small 
room with your friends and 
loved ones,” he said. “I rarely 
get a chance to see it with an 
audience. It was thrilling, but 
it filled me with anxiety.” 

With original stars David 
Duchovny and Gillian Ander¬ 
son back and, as Carter noted, 
“looking fabulous,” The X-Files 
seems like a brand poised for 
a return to the world stage. 


Duchovny and Anderson 
joined Carter last week at the 
Television Critics Association 
press tour. They were asked if 
the old chemistiy was there. 
“We’ve gone beyond chemistiy 
to histoiy,” said Duchovny, who 
teased fans by adding, “We have 
chemistry and histoiy; we’re 
going to tiy and have biology.” 

Both stars have enjoyed busy 
careers since The X-Files series 
ended 13 years ago. Duchov¬ 
ny, who went on to Californi- 
cation and Aquarius, says his 
children are now old enough 
to watch the series. Anderson 
lives in London and balances 
stage work with series such as 
Hannibal and The Fall. 

“Living over there, I found a 
mix between film and theatre 
and TV, and that suits me just 
fine,” says Anderson. 

Carter acknowledges the 
world has changed since the 
series launched in 1993. There 
are references to innovations 
such as Uber and WikiLeaks. 
Carter feels the world has be¬ 
come more conservative, more 
paranoid — riper for his brand 
of storytelling. 

Television has also changed. 
Critics speak of a new “golden 
age” of TV drama, some of it

made by people who got their 
start on The X-Files, including 
Homeland executive producer 
Howard Gordon and Breaking 
Bad’s Vince Gilligan. 

The X-Files also helped estab¬ 
lish Vancouver as a main player 
in North American network 
TV production. The miniseries 
returned to the North Shore 
studios where it all began, with 
production wrapping a little 
over a month ago. 

Duchovny — often blamed 
for the series relocating from 
Vancouver to Los Angeles after 
six seasons — says it felt like 
home being back in B.C. 

“Although we shot in the 
summer when days were longer 
there and, ironically, it wasn’t 
dark enough.”

This week, the first High School 
Musical movie turned 10 years 
old. You can’t say it’s too early 
to tell if its Abercrombie-and-abs 
male lead, one Zac Efron — the 
costar of this weekend’s Dirty 
Grandpa, in which he parties 
with Robert De Niro — is secretly 
a talented thespian. After all, he’s 
been in the game since the 1989 
TV movie Triple Play. He should 
have figured what he’s capable 
of by now—or at the veiy least, 
we should have figured out what 
we think about him. 

And yet it’s still hard to tell. 
This much we do know: When 
he’s making fun of himself and 
his bro-ish stature, he’s very 
good. 

When he popped up as a Pab- 
st-crushing, devious frat lord in 
Neighbors, it was a revelation. 
Not only did he prove a fine, 
smarmy foil to Seth Rogan’s 
discombobulating young dad, 
but he quietly telegraphed a real 
panic: Maybe boozing through 
college was his peak. Maybe he 
can do nothing but take his shirt 


off. You could even sense the real 
Efron freaking out underneath 
his perfectly sculpted figure and 
six-pack abs. 

He had good reason to worry: 
When he’s tried for serious and/ 
or indie roles — in Richard 
Linklater’s Me and Orson Welles, 
in Ramin Bahrani’s At Any Price 
— he was bland and vacant. 

Director Lee Daniels used that 
well in his reliably insane The 
Paperboy, in which the pretty 
boy did little but bop about in his 
tighty-whities and, in one scene 
we still can’t believe exists, got 


peed on by Nicole Kidman. (He’d 
just been stung by a jellyfish. It 
totally makes sense.) 

When he tried to cut loose, 
with the rom-com The Awkward 
Moment, he came off as heart¬ 
less, not funny and charming. 
(Please read Bilge Ebiri’s brilliant 
review, which jokingly reads it 
as a dark drama about a preda¬ 
tory sociopath.) 

And yet this summer he sur¬ 
prised us again. Yes, eveiyone 
hated the DJ drama We Are Your 
Friends, and it had one of the 
worst openings of any wide re¬ 


lease in histoiy. But Efron actual¬ 
ly found a touching soulfulness 
to his young, precocious and 
foolish aspiring music maker, 
subtly — subtly! Zac Efron can 
be subtle! — conveying that 
point in dumb youth when we 
realize eveiything we assumed 
about ourselves and our futures 
is wrong. It suggested he might, 
in the right hands, as he comes 
upon his 30s, evolve into a strong 
dramatic actor — or at least bet¬ 
ter than he was as a soldier in 
the Nicholas Sparks outing The 
Lucky One.

There wasn’t an obvious abun¬ 
dance of red and white patches 
on backpacks, but I knew (from 
the stats) that Canadian travel¬ 
lers had been visiting Japan in 
record numbers. 

I decided to explore the 
country for myself. Spoiler 
alert: once-in-a-lifetime cul¬ 
tural experiences ahead. 

Monks praying in Koyasan 

One of my first stops was 


Koyasan, a mountain area con¬ 
sidered to be one of the most 
sacred places in Japan. Koyasan 
was full of surprises: from rid¬ 
ing the train up the 
800 metre Mount 
Koya to visiting the 
Olcu-no-in Cemeteiy 
(which has more 
than 200,000 tomb¬ 
stones and 10,000 
burning lanterns in 
the Hall of Lamps) to 
my overnight stay in 
a mountain temple. 

The highlight was 
watching Buddhist 
monks pray in the 
morning. The entire ceremony 
was mesmerizing, from the 
chanting and banging of the 
drum, to the billowing smoke 
from the fire. 

Observing maiko in Kyoto 

Kyoto, 5001cm from Tokyo, has 


plenty of impressive sights, in¬ 
cluding the iconic Fushimi Inari 
shrine. Its is also the birthplace 
of geilco (geisha) and maiko (ap¬ 
prentice geilco), 
traditional female 
entertainers and 
performers who 
still work in 
Kyoto and serve 
as cultural icons 
for the entire 
countiy. 

In modern 
times, geisha 
are less common, 
with less than 250 
of them in Kyoto, 
and teahouses where they can 
be seen generally don’t accept 
guests without references (how¬ 
ever, there are a few hotels that 
will arrange this for you). Hav¬ 
ing the chance to observe one 
of these face-painted beauties 
was like catching a glimpse of 


a secret society. 

Soaking in the natural hot 
springs in Hakone 

Approximately 80 1cm south¬ 
west of Tokyo is Hakone, a 
charming, mountainous town 
with spectacular Mount Fuji 
views and natural hot spring 
resorts. I stayed in a tradition¬ 
al ryolcan (Japanese inn) and 
soaked my body in indoor and 
outdoor onsen (natural hot 
springs). 

Some resorts won’t allow 
bathers with tattoos, as they 
are associated with the Yalcuza 
crime gangs. Be sure to check 
with staff. Also, be prepared to 
bare all: bathing suits are not 
normally allowed (although, 
don’t fret: men and women 
bathe separately).

Japanese kabuki set to

New site lets fivers pay 
for tickets on layaway

A startup company has come up 
with a solution for cash-strapped 
travelers with a payment plan 
that allows flyers to pay for their 
ticket in instalments. 

Launched last month out of 
Chicago, Airfordable is aimed 
at credit card-less travelers such 
as students or those with poor 
credit and allows them to pay 
for their tickets in a scheme 
akin to layaway programs at 
retail stores. 

After finding a flight from 
any website, users upload a 
screenshot to the Airfordable 
platform, which then offers 
up a variety of different pay¬ 
ment plans. 

Users pay a third of the cost 
upfront as a deposit and can 
pay for the balance of the tick¬ 
et in instalments before their 
travel date. 

The birth of Airfordable can 
be traced back to founder Ama 
Marfo’s student days, when she 
was living in the U.S. as an inter¬ 
national student from Ghana. 

In a blog post, Marfo explains 
that the idea came to her when 
a friend was forced to sit out 
a trip Marfo had organized to

Ghana, because she couldn’t 
afford the plane ticket. Prohibi¬ 
tively expensive plane tickets 
also forced Marfo to spend holi¬ 


days in her dorm alone, far from 
her family in Ghana, she says. 

“If Airfordable were around 
during my college days, my 
friend could’ve explored, 
first-hand, the rich culture of 
Ghana and international stu¬ 
dents could’ve had an affordable 
way to spend special holidays 
in their respective countries,” 
Marfo writes.The limit for air¬ 
line tickets is $2,000 US and 
flights must be booked a min¬ 
imum of two months’ out.

OVERVIEW 


It’s January and it’s cold, and that means it’s time for Ice 
on Whyte, Edmonton’s premier outdoor winter festival. 
The 13th annual fete at End of Steel Park in Old Strath- 
cona will once again feature a huge, all-ages ice slide, 
food trucks and indoor entertainment, all under a fun and 
festive Mardi Gras theme. 

As well, the International ice competition (Jan 22-24) and 
ice sculpting challenges will dazzle festival-goers with 
ice artistry and prizes, but this year’s fun runs over two 
weekends instead of straight through: January 21 to 24, 
and 28 to 31. 

“Expedia recently rated us one of the top five winter 
festivals in the country. We know Edmontonians embrace 
being a winter city, and thousands enjoy Ice on Whyte 
each year. We’re thrilled, as always, to be at End of Steel 
Park to offer more winter fun for young and old,” said 
festival producer Wanda Bornn. 

Whatever their age, everyone is sure to find their inner 
child at Ice on Whyte, thanks to a snow-enveloped and 
colourfully-lit giant ice slide (a Kid Zone also includes a 


smaller farm combine-shaped ice slide and snow maze). 
There’s a skating rink, crafts and face painting, plus af¬ 
ternoon and evening live music, food and hot chocolate 
to keep folks warm and moving, whatever the tempera¬ 
ture. 

“Mother Nature says she’ll send great weather for the 
festival,” laughed Bornn, describing perfect conditions 
for an ice festival as “overcast and minus five.

The Old Strathcona Business Association is once again 
offering sleigh rides, taking visitors from four parking lot 
locations to and from the festival site and stops around 
Whyte Avenue—a great way to incorporate shopping 
and sight-seeing into the festival experience. Parking 
and transit is also plentiful throughout festival weekends. 

“We have fire pits and s’mores for people to stay warm, 
but our danceable evenings or signature festival drink 
will do that too,” said Bornn. “There’s so much at this 
year’s festival—snowshoe races, the opening Mardi Gras 
parade, a ‘stew off—you won’t run out of things to do.”

COMPETITION 

All ice is not created equal, and no one knows 
that better than the participants of this year’s ice 
carving competition at Ice on Whyte. 

While two truck loads of some 350 blocks of crystal clear ice are used to make ice slides 
and demonstration sculptures, more than 100 of the 20” x 10” x 40” blocks are reserved for 
competition, from the professional and international main event to a three-block challenge on 
the festival’s second weekend. 


“I love this ice — it sparkles like a diamond,” said long¬ 
time Ice on Whyte carver Stephen Chung. “I’ve tried 
stone, clay and wood, even carving vegetables and 
chocolate in my job as a chef, but I’ve got a passion for 
ice and snow.” 

Chung is creating several snow sculptures for this year’s 
event — masks and celebration-type pieces in honour 
of the Mardi Gras theme. He’s also making an ice bison 
and two chairs — even a dragon at one end of the park. 

“It takes a lot of energy to carve ice — you always keep 
moving and going from big, sweeping moves - carving 
with power tools - to fine, detailed chisel work,” he said. 

Cliff Vacheresse and Mark Edwin Berge have the mammoth 
task of building the ice slides and maze at this year’s Ice 
on Whyte, as well as competing in the three-block carving 
challenge on the festival’s second weekend. 


Only at it for a few years—Vacheresse is a carpenter by 
trade — the pair won the novice category at last year’s 
international competition, and haven’t looked back since. 
To create the pre-lit, snow walled structure - which 
Vacheresse describes as a ‘colonial, mystical tower with 
a wavy, brick pattern’ - the pair put in about three weeks 
of 12-hour days, whether near freezing or minus 30. 

Using chain saws, shovels and a ‘billy-billy’ (to rough 
smooth edges), plus water to glue ice and snow, the men 
say it’s fun to work side-by-side outdoors, even if they 
have to take regular breaks to warm up. 

“I’ve got three pairs of long underwear under snow pants. 
We dress like we’re going skiing,” said Vacheresse. 

“We have a vision of what we want, and it takes time and 
effort,” adds Berge. “But it’s great to create something 
others will enjoy.”

That (or beer, twisted tea, coffee or 
hot chocolate too) and toe-tapping music at the CTV Entertainment Tent 
is sure to get the blood pumping, whatever the outdoor conditions. 

Each day, afternoon table games give way to an exciting 
evening lineup (7-9 p.m.) of musical artists: Frantically 
Atlantic (Jan. 22), Orchestra Salsabar (Jan. 23), and Rooster 
Davis (Jan. 24). Midday music is on tap too, with Benjamin 
Williams and Julia Nicholson taking to the stage on Jan.

At Ice on Whyte’s second weekend, Jan 28 to 31, Derina 
Harvey, Short of Able and Boogie Patrol take on evening 
duty in the CTV tent, culminating with Dave Babcock and 
The Nightkeepers from 7-9 p.m. on closing night.

Did you know 

.... the Icy Facts 
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Carving ice isn’t the same as what you may 
find in your Mardi Gras Mudslide at Ice on 
Whyte, or in the drink cubes we make in our 
freezers. For starters, carving ice is frozen 
from the bottom up, a process that ensures a 
perfectly clear product. 

This year’s Ice on Whyte uses two semi-truck 
loads of specially-created carving ice: that’s 
some 360 blocks (each weighing about 270 
pounds) and totalling 46,800 kg (103,000 
pounds). All the ice used at the festival 
comes from Ice Culture near Mississauga, 
Ont., one of the only large-scale carving-ice 
manufacturing plants in Canada. 

Not enough snow you say? 

As sometimes happens, Mother Nature hasn’t 
provided a lot of the white stuff this winter, 
so Ice on Whyte organizers had to bring in 
many truckloads of snow from in and around 
Edmonton for ice slide walls, snow sculptures, 
mazes and ground cover.

QB Newton 
says he doesn’t 
get nervous as 
Arizona awaits 

In the waning moments of a 
strange 35-35 game against 
the New York Giants, as things 
seemed to be collapsing all 
around him and tempers were 
flaring after eveiy whistle, Cam 
Newton stood calmly on the 
sideline, his hands tucked firmly 
inside his shoulder pads near 
his neck as he nodded his head 
confidently 

Sure, the Carolina Panthers 
had just squandered a 28-point 
lead on the road, but Newton’s 
loclced-in facial expression was 
that of a man who seemed to 
know he had the game in the 
bag. He just knew. Such is the 
demeanour of Newton, who has 
gone from Heisman Trophy win¬ 
ner and national champion at 
Auburn to No. 1 pick in the draft 
and now, in his fifth season, a 
leading MVP candidate for the 
NFL’s best team. 

“I don’t get nervous,” Newton 
said bluntly. “I’ve been playing 


football too long for me to get 
nervous. I have dreamed of be¬ 
ing in this position.” 

Newton is in position to get 
the Panthers to the Super Bowl 
for the first time since 2003. All 
that stands in the way is the 
Arizona Cardinals in the NFC 
championship game on Sunday. 

“This,” Newton said, “is why 
you play football.” Newton’s 
confidence is on display weekly.

It’s there when he breaks the 
huddle, saunters up the line and 
looks over the defence. 

It’s there when he shakes

— and finds an open receiver 
down the field. Centre Ryan Kalil 
said Newton hasn’t changed an 


iota as a person since coming 
into the league in 2011, but what 
changed is his self-confidence — 
particularly in a season when he 
became the first QB to throw 
for 35 touchdowns and run for 
10 in a season. “Honestly that 
comes from experience and play¬ 
ing more football. He’s grown 
up,” said Kalil. 

Well, sort of. 

Panthers coach Ron Rivera 
calls Newton a “big kid” who 
likes to enjoy himself on the 
field. During training camp New¬ 
ton can be seen singing on the 
field between plays or with his 
arms spread pretending to fly 
like a bird as he runs. 

“When you see me play, you 
see a kid out there,” Newton 
said. “Some people call it im¬ 
maturity, I could care less.” 
What opponents see is New¬ 
ton’s energy and how it makes 
those around him better. “It’s 
contagious,” Arizona defensive 
tackle Calais Campbell said. 

“You can see the whole team 
feeds off of it. That’s what you 
want from your quarterback — 
a guy that’s going to bring the 
fire and lead the troops. I think 
the heart of their team definitely 
feeds off of his energy.”
